The Wistaria Fete of 1933 
brought $7,694.51 into Sierra 
Madre for distribution in the reg¬ 
ular channels of business, the an¬ 
nual report of the Fete reveals. 

The report of Joe Swanson, 
Fete treasurer, shows that 
$1027.73 was distributed among 
local merchants for supplies; that 
$488.33 went to local labor; that 
there was a general expense of 
$746.34; that it cost $1011.91 for 
rental of the parking lots; that 
Mrs. Fennel, owner of the prop¬ 
erty on Scenic Point on which 
the vine is located, received a 
commission of $1475.26; that 
other local organizations received 
as their commissions $254.84; that 
the firemen applied $1911.88 to 
the amount in which the fete 
went into the red in the festival 
of 1932. 

Gate receipts, showing the at¬ 
tendance of more than 30,000 per¬ 
sons, gave to W. R. Humphries 
and Robert Sears, a commission 
of $450.00 for promotion and 
publicity. The lunch room and 
garden parties netted a gross of 
$1993.71 and the firemen in the 
parking lot reported a total of 
$1827.74. 

In every way the Fete is pro¬ 
nounced as one of the most suc¬ 
cessful ever held but the promot¬ 
ing firemen having had to pay 
off the obligations incurred by 
the failure of the famous vine to 
customed habits last year, left 
little for them.

There is an epidemic of measles 
in Sierra Madre. School nurse 
Mrs. Ellen Coll Barker reports 
that 140 children of the local 
grammar school have been afflic¬ 
ted ami advises that every pre¬ 
caution be taken to prevent a 
spread of the disease. 

Prevalence of the disease to 
epidemic proportions is attributed 
largely to the pre-Easter vaca¬ 
tion when children of the city 
were permitted to intermingle 
without restriction. 

Only a few children of the St. 
Rita's Parochial school had been 
afflicted before their vacation 
week began on Good Friday be¬ 
fore. 

Mrs. Ellen Coll Barker, school 
nurse, in an interview yesterday 
urged parents to exercise the ut¬ 
most caution in view of the pres¬ 
ent situation. 

"The necessity to keep children ! 
isolated at this time cannot be 
made too empratic," said Mrs. ( 
Barker, "as delicate children with i 
asthma and bronchitis are being 
exposed to the disease. At leant i 
three children are known to have 
pneumonia, which bring serious 
complications. It is really a very 
serious epidemic and children hav¬ 
ing the disease must have proper 
attention during their illness and 
for sometime afterward.”
